Message Rumor Denied 

Discussing the Mexican situation in 
the House Representative J. Hampton 
Moore of Virginia said it would be de- 
plorable “if in order to maintain the 
honor and dignity of the United States 
we should be obliged to send troopa into 
Mexico, but if even our well-intentioned 
diplomatic negotiations are to be trifled 
with then, of course, the matter assumes 
a different akpect.” 

Rumors that President Taft is framing 
a message to be sent to Congress to lay 
before that body an exact statement of 
conditions in Mexico and soliciting an 
expression of its will for guidance of the 
administration were denied by officials 
who would be called upon to supply data 
for such a comunication. ° 

Admiral Fletcher, in command of the 
naval force bound for Veracruz, and Ad- 
miral Usher, who will appear at Tam- 
pico Within the next 24 hours on his 
flagship Virginia, will act under similar 
instruction’ to those which govern Am- 
bassador Wilson.

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ACTRESS GUUSSES 
PLYS OF SCOTLAN 
ORE DRAMA CLUB 


“Scottish drama is still in its infancy, 
for ‘t is only within the past 50 years 
that the theater has not been regarded 
by the Scotch as ‘a straight path to the 
mischief,’ the enormous influence of the 
church being strongly against it,” said 
Miss Molly Pearson in addressing the 
Drama League of Boston Thursday after- 
noon at the Majestic theater. 

“The oldest and best known Scotch 
play was by Machlyn. It was called “The 
Map of the World’ and in it the great 


~actor, Phelps, made a big success in the 


part of Sir Pertinax MeSycophant. 

“Then came the dramatization of Sir 
Walter Scott’s novel ‘Rob Roy’ about 
1820, and so great was its success that 
it has, after all these years, become a 
bardy annual, appearing every summer 

‘for a month or more at the Theater 
Royal, Edinburgh, principally I think for 
the benefit of our friends the American 
tourists, who show such splendid enthus- 
iasm for our country and its historical 
associations. 
gow led to its production at the Drury 
Lane theater, London, on July 5, 1821. 

“Several other novels by Sir Walter 
Scott were also dramatized, ‘Jennie 
Deans,” ‘Guy Mannering’ and “The Lady 
of the Lake,’ among them. In the case 
of ‘Rob Roy,’ the name of the dramatizer 
is unknown, although there is a standard 
acting edition of the play. 

“So little encouragement was 
to the Scottish playwright, and so diffi- 
cult was it to find Scotchmen to inter- 
pret their characters, that they were 
forced to write them in such form that 
they could be played by English actors. 
Then came the genius of James M. Barrie 
to change al] this, and every Scotchman 
must feel a glow of gratitude to him for 
having given to the world such gems of 
Scottish character at its best, sweetest 
and quaintest. It is unnecessary for me 
to waste time in enumerating those de- 
lightful plays of his which you all know 
so well, 

“Graham Moflat, who has so quietly 
stepped into a prominent place among 
modern playwrights, was one of six 
children. Their widowed mother, with 
dauntiess courage, brought them up and 
established them in good positions, prac- 
tising the severest cconomy and man- 
aging her householl with marvelous 
ability.

Or it can be postponed on the ground 

that civil war does not justify what would practically be invasion 

of foreign territory and presumably would be interpreted as such, 

not only in Mexico but throughout Latin America. In doing police 

duty the United States may bring on a long and costly war, radically 

and fundamentally change its status toward extension of territory 

southward, and at the same time deepen the distrust felt by South 
American people and statesmen. 

But what of foreigners in Mexico? For their protection the 
United States stands responsible, as sole guardian under an inter- 
pretation of the Monroe doctrine which Europe has tolerated to date 
but may not always uphold, especially if the United States proves 
inefficient in giving the protection reasonably required. Some of 
the moral obligaions of the Monroe doctrine now loom large, where 
previously emphasis has been placed upon the privileges conferred. 

A joint move by a number of the powers, for protection of all 
non-Mexicans in the distracted republic, might run counter to prece- 
dent; but if the United States were to arrange for the innovation 
it not only might diminish its own expense in lives and munitions of 
war, but it would break the force of criticism by the Latin-American 
republics, such as is sure to follow any interference, especially if by 
the United States acting alone. Recognition of other nations by the 
United States would not necessarily imply abasement of its pride or 
fundamental change in its general theory of protection as set forth 
in the Monroe doctrine. It would imply, rather, a new era of 
cooperation in international policing, whereof the methods are as 
valid for American as for Chinese conditions. 

The plan proposed today by the Hon. John Barrett, director 
of the Pan-American Union, has the merit of substituting mediation 
for intervention. It also has the virtue of including representatives 
of Mexico, some South American republics and the United States 
in action looking to restoration of order in Mexico. Latin-American 
diplomats intimate that by such a course much of the untoward effect 
following intervention by the United States, acting alone, would be 
avoided. 

The United States, as a neighbor of Mexico, has special reasons 
for wishing peace restored. The rank and file of the people north 
of the Rio Grande have no covetous feelings for territory south of 
that line. Were its own interests alone at stake, the United States 
could be more patient and lenient with the Mexicans than it can as 
trustee acting for the Iuropean powers.

part of it. An unbiased opinion of Demo- 
cratic methods is not to be _ reasonably 
expected from Republican sources. More- 
over, the Republican record in matters of administrative economy, 
by Republican admission, is nothing to boast of. Four years of 
honest striving in that direction by the retiring President has not 
met with satisfying reward. Whatever progress has been made in 
the way of lopping off extravagances has been accomplished despite, 
rather than through, the general party management. 

All this, and whatever else might be said along the same line, 
does not and cannot relieve the Democratic party of a single respon- 
sibility. That party made its bid for a restoration to power very 
largely on the plea that if entrusted with the conduct of the govern- 
ment it would administer the affairs of the people more economically 
and more efficiently than the party in possession. While it is true 
that the Democracy has not as yet been given full control at Wash- 
ington, it is true that it has practically dominated Congress during 
the present session. It is also true that, so far as known, the appro- 
priations of the session will reach, if they do not exceed, the Repub- 
lican high water mark, unless immediate and drastic steps shall be 
taken to eliminate the padded allowances and the sops thrown to 
congressional districts with the main purpose of getting these padded 
allowances through. As a single item, it is openly alleged that the 
public building bill, carrying appropriations of, $30,000,000, has been 
framed with the view of “disarming criticism by the responsible 
Democratic leaders.’’ Money, it is charged, has been literally, 
though only prospectively, poured into the districts of leaders on 
both sides who are supposed to be lukewarm toward, or positively 
opposed to, the general extravagance in appropriations. 

Now, if these allegations rested entirely with the opposition, 
they might be received in silence. But behind them there is the 
substantial fact that the Democratic chairman of the House appro- 
priations committee has warned his party associates in Congress of 
the pit they are digging for themselves. Based upon the data in his 
possession, he informed them on Wednesday that unless there was 
a change of policy at once the appropriations of this session would 
pass the highest figures reached by the Republicans. It is not to be 
expected that the Democratic party could, if it would, in a few 
months reorganize a system that has been in course of construction 
for forty years. What is reasonably expected of it, however, is 
that it shall not, on the very threshold of its opportunity, plunge into 
forms of expenditure that it has been condemning with little inter- 
ruption during those forty years. Perhaps the leaders may yet 
realize the danger of the situation, and, regardless of personal feel- 
ing and local craving for the vicious thing called “‘pork,” proceed to 
slash the inflated appropriation bills right and left.

information increase proportionately. Mere enumeration is now but 
a small part of the work of the census bureau. Director Durand 
recommends that in the interest both of economy and efficiency the 
mail carriers of the country be required to make the next decennial 
census enumeration. In his opinion the postmen are already so 
experienced in similar service that they would prove to be much 
more useful than inexperienced men who must be seasoned to the 
work for each recurring census. 

The postmaster-general has not as yet spoken on the subject, 
but the recommendation of Director Durand unquestionably has 
merit. It is not to be doubted that the postmen could do this work 
well. They know their districts, or routes, so thoroughly, that it 
would be a comparatively easy matter for them to find and enumerate 
every family and individual. But they could do this only by giving 
time to it. The questidn is, where would they find this time? It 
might be made for them, perhaps, by reducing their collection and 
delivery hours, but we hardly think that the government would care 
to economize in the taking of the census by impairing the postal 
service. The combination of census-taker and mail-carrier might 
possibly work satisfactorily along some of the rural lines, but in 
the towns and cities it would be likely to meet difficulty. To our 
view it seems probable that the postmen could be used to great advan- 
tage in the straightaway work of enumeration, but that they would 
need to have behind them a smaller force of trained census agents, 
who could be called on to handle specially difficult parts of the work, 
thus relieving the postmen of any complications that might tend to 
impede their handling of the mails. 

TuHeE College of the City of New York is con- 
triving ways of making its activities more 
directly related to community uplift. To this 
end it is devising ways of enlisting its teach- 
ers and its students, mainly Jewish, in con- 
crete torms of social service, by methods that 
extend collegiate influence far beyond class 
room and laboratory. Upon all persons 
receiving a degree from the college that 
denotes complete academic work there is now 
laid the duty of subscribing to an oath which reads thus: 


We will never bring disgrace to these arms (of the city) by any act 
of dishonesty or cowardice. We will never desert our suffering comrades 
in the ranks.

It is more difhcult to be recreant to duty after a solemn 
promise that obedience shall not be lacking. )The ritual of the process 
of becoming a citizen may well be develope¥in America. Hitherto the 
state has been remiss in this field, and it is significant to see a college 
taking the matter up and committing itself to an annual cereniony of 
enlistment. Imitated, this rite of civic oath-taking mav have a tonic 
effect upon many youth who need just some such touch of the 
romantic and chivalric to enlist them as local patriots.

ing material, taken in the aggregate, rea 
tremendous proportions in the industrial 
activities of a nation of nearly 100,000,000 
inhabitants. And the figures covering the 
production, movement and consumption ot 
these things are, »of course, immensely 
increased by the fact that the nation 1n ques- 
tion has a great and rapidly-increasing foreign trade. The simplest 
article in general .use, if even partially controlled by a combination 
of producers, may command in tts pr xluction scores of plants, mil- 
lions of capital, thousands of men. A civil suit just begun by the 
attorney-general of the United States, to dissolve an alleged stone 
trust in a western city, brings to light some facts illustrative of pos- 
sibilities in this line under modern trade conditions. 

The concern in question, it is contended by the government, con- 
trols very largely the output of building, paving and curbing stone 
used throvghout a large section of the country, while, the allegation 
runs, it dominates the market for grindstones to the extent of sup- 
plying from 80 to 90 per cent of the demand tor these articles. It 
is said not only practically to monopolize the grindstones produced 
in America, but to control 75 per cent of the grindstone importa- 
tions. In the combination that goes by one general name are a score 
or more of quarrying and stone-cutting companies. 

But there are two sides to the matter.. [he so-called monopoly 
is said to exert a great influence over the building trades in about 
seven of the states of the Union, and its capital is put at $4,000,000. 
On the other hand, the number of stone and marble industries in 
the United States, according to the latest statistics covering the trade, 
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is 77.279. and the number of owners 8453. These concerns em)

this is that anything like absolute monopoly in the stone business o 
the United States 1s still tar oft, although the trade in some partic- 
ulars, as in grindstones, for instance, may be very closely controlled 

Recently much has been said regarding the growth of the sand 
and gravel business; it is only within a comparatively few years that 
gravel and sand pits, except when situated near building centers, 
have been given a respectable standing in commerce. The growth 
of the cement industry has made a great change here, and sand and 
vravel beds are now often dignified by application to them of 
term mines. The value of the cement product of the United States 
annually is now about $75,000,000. Lime is another commodity 
allied to the stone industry, and this adds to the total production of 
the country annually no less than $17,000,000. Aside from numer- 
ous by-products, the value of the marble and stone work produced 
annually in the United States is over $115,000,000, and vet stone 
lands are still popularly believed to be an incumbrance rather than 
an asset. As the nation grows the popular conception of waste in 
nature is seen, more and more, to be erroneous.
